Mr. Oliver Johnson, the veuerabl

Da- 
vid Lee Child, editor of the Massachu- 
setts Journal, presided, and this pre- 
amble, written by Wm. J. Snelling, was 
adopted: 


We, the undersigned, hold that every 


person, of fall age aud sane mind, has 
« ngut to immediate freedom from per- 
sonal bondage of whatsoever kind, un- 
less imposed by sentence of the law for 
the commission of some crime. We 
hold that innn cannot, consistently with 
reason, religion and the eternal and im- 
mutable principles of justice, be the 
property of man. We hold that who 
ever retains bis fellow-man in bondage 
is guilty of a grievous wrong. Wo hold 
that mere difference of complexion is no 
reason why nny man should be deprived 
of any of his natural rights, or subjected 
to any political disability. 
While we 


advance these opinions as the principles 
on which we intend to act, wo declare 
that we will not operate on the existing 
relations of society by other than peace 
ful and lawful means and that we will 
give no countenance to violence or in- 
surrection.

BBODKBICK'S DUKLB. 


The statement made editorially in the 


New York Tiofes to the effect that Terry 
took advantage of Brodcriok in their 
famous duel, leads the editor of the 
Helena (Montana) Independent, who 
seems to be conversant with all the facts, 
to say: 


Previous to the dnel H was the boost 


of Broderiok'a friends that he was the 
best shot in. the State. He could ring 
the bell eleven tunes out of twelve in 
practicing at the shooting gallery. With 
the exception of Dr. Ayllette, the resi- 
dent physician of the insane asylum at 
Stockton, Judge Terry was the best shot 
in the State with a shotgun, but he 
never carried or practiced with a pistol. 
So far as being au old duellist was con- 
cerned, Brod&rick and he were on equal 
footing, both having fought one duel 
previous to the encounter that resulted 
in Broderick's death. In Broderiok's 
first duel he wore a watch—contrary to 
the code—and the ball of his opponent 
lodged in it and thereby saved hia life. 
The circumstances of the duel are sub- 
stantially these: At a hotel in Sacramen- 
to Broderick made tho remark-that 
Judge Tarry had accepted a bribe in a 
certain case in the Supreme Court. D. 
W. Perley, an attorney in the case, de- 
nied the charge point blank. Broderick, 
who was a powerful man, deliberately 
reached across tho table nnd tweaked 
1'erley's ncs?. Tho litter, being a small 
•/inn, 'l...o, tu bubimt to tho indignity at 
the time, but subsequently challenged 
Broderick to fight. This challenge was 
not accepted on the ground that Perley 
"was not a gentleman." 
Judge Terry 


then resigned.his seat on the Supreme 
Bench and weut to San Francisco aud 
challenged Broderick. 
A duel ensued, 


which resulted disastrously to Broder- 
ick. It has often been asserted by the 
friends of the unfortunate individual 
that the duel was not fair; that Terry 
took snap judgment on his opponent by

THE REMOVAL OF TDK STATE UNI- 


VERSITY. 


Tho Eddie News has tbo following to 


say about the State University. 


Governor Bradley, of Nevada, now- 


deceased, was probably as honest a poli- 
tician as the Fucinc Coast has produced. 
His apparently honest nnd straightfor- 
ward course gained for him the sobri- 
quet of "Honest Old Broad-horns," 
and yet even this good old man w.ts 
sometimes governed by a desire to bene- 
fit certain localities at the expense of 
great State interests. This was es- 
pecially thu case in the location of the 
State University of Nevada at Elko, a 
small r.iilroud town, n Btutieu on the 
Central Pacific Railroad, several hun- 
dred miles from the thickly populated 
parts of tho State, and reached only at 
I urge expense. Being in th* eastern 
part of tho State, while the great mass 
of the population is iu Storey, Lyon, 
Ormsby and Washoe counties iu the 
western portion, it of course debars 
that locality from receiving any edu- 
cational benefits from the State Uni- 
versity, as the expense of reaching Elko 
is greater than that of reaching tbe San 
Jose Normal School, the Napa Univer- 
sity, or any of the collegiate institu- 
tions of California. The result hits 
been that from ten to twenty pupils 
have received the advantages of educa- 
tion at the State University at Elko, at 
an average expense to tbe State of 
about $1,000 per annum for each pupil, 
whilst with the saae institution placed 
in Beno not less than 200 scholars an- 
nually wnnd have received educational 
benefits from it. Of course the honest 
old man desired to place the school 
wheie it would benefit the largest sec- 
tion of country, rather than the great- 
est number ol pupils, and so signed the 
bill locating it on the deserts of the 
Humboldt. It is to be hoped that Gov- 
ernor Kinkead will take a practical view 
of tbe matter, 5nd see to it that this 
gross outrage upon the interests of the 
State b« effectually remedied, and that 
political consideration b« cast entirely 
aside in considering its removal to Reno,

FARMER'S HOPE. 


Relief From the Grasshopper Scourge at Last—1 


Grub Worm Destroying them by the Million. 


Our readers are familiar -with the de- 


vastation aud rain brought upon our 
Sierra Valley farmers by the grasshop- 
per—a curse which comes in clouds and 
destroys every green thing. Scientific 
meu have examined the matter and va- 
rious devices have been suggested as a 
means to rid them of the cnrse, but all 
these have failed. Congress appointed 
a committee which after dne investiga- 
ion, suggested plowing and rolling as a 
sure means of killing the eggs. 
Bat 


bis was not practicable, as there would 
still remain enough in the inaccessible 
corners and nooks to destroy the next 
crop. A discovery has just been made 
hat a grub worm has introduced itself 
among the eggs nnd is eating them by 
wholesale. The eggs are laid in sun 
dried dirt cells, Half or three-quarters 


>f an inch long ncd from sixteen to 
iwenty-five eggs are deposited in each 
one, the top put in and then 'eft until 
he next season's sun hatches them out. 
The grub worm is to be found in these 
cells and examinations made upon sam- 
iles taken from various portions of the 
valley, show that they are very general 
and in every case completely destroy 
every egg. The farmers are again hope- 
:ul and are preparing for planting the 
next year's crop. We hope they are 
not doomed to disappointment again, 
or one of the fairest aud most prolific 
valleys of our Northern country has 
}een for several seasons grasshopper 
cursed.
